| He Appeal to His Race to Fit
Mm- for Citizenship,
"Opﬁous Reduction in the
South's Representation.

Emancipation Day was oclobrated in
great stylo in Beaufort. The grand
marshal of the day was Joseph Dais.
There was a street parade of ocolored
of the late war, oolored militia
and business men and ocitizens. The
exercises were held at the sohool house.
The smancipation proclamation was
read by Edward Mayors. Rev. P. P.
Whatson was master of oceremonies.
Robert Bmalls delivered a short address
reviewing the first emancipation ocele-

bration which was held at Beaufort in
1863. Gen. Rufus SBaxon wired ocon-
a8 he was present in Beau-
ort at the oelebration, which wore
read by Rev. Watson; after which he
uced the orator of the day, Presi-
dent Thomas E. Miller, who spoke in
as follows:
P?h- Chairman, veterans and fellow
citisens: I am here at my old home,
ha been honored by your commit-
tee with an invitation to deliver the ad-
dress on this the thirty-seventh anni-
vereary of our emancipation.

It 18 not in my power to express here
or elsewhere the heartfelt gratitnde that
I owe you and how deeply I appreciate
this Jl to be with you on this day—a
day that means g0 much to us negroes.
l:{l indeed our passover, for upon it
the pronuncismento that made us men
and citizens and that severed the chains
that bound us in fciters that wero gall-
ing indeed wentinto effect.

Every nation weak or stroog has had
its passover day; and the more loyal
they are to their oountry, the more pa-
triotio they areto their birthland, the
more faithful they have been in com-
memorating the day of their deliverance.
And this magnificentdisplay of citizens
and soldiery and especially that solid
phalenx over there of battle-soarred
veterans who fought that this day
might not be robbed of its hallowed
blessings, remind me of the full meas-
ure of loyalty, patriotism and self-sacri-
ficing devotion to principles that are
the embodiment of the American No-

The truth is but the treth, and I am
here to tell yeu the whole truth, and 1
is this; the natiocal republican party
hes deeerted us, has avandoned u
and with a very few exeoptions, they
show by their failing to sot, and aften
by their utteranees, that they nocd the
forgivennoes of the south for ever hav
ing assisted us.

We have a few friends left, bat they
are in & woeful minority, Chandler,
Mason, Allison, Tom Reed, and Ben
Harrison ara still with us, but where
are their backing? When it comes to
the negro they stand almost alonc!

From time immemorial (a8 moasured
by the life of the Awerican republi')
the negro has been the booe of oynten:
tion. lo the carly part of the century
the lel of his b-'.ing in the H"ll'h. and
thereby was coualed by the south in its
claim to and postession of politieal
reptesentation io the national couneil
was a cause of a long and bitter strife
between the north and south.

The southern masters said  that
though he was a black slave, ho wus

(hn‘fmm Istop for a moment and
point out a few of the thinsa we suffered
vious to this, the birthday of our de-
iverance? No, oh, no. Most of them
are engraved upon our hearts as if
burnt in by hot steel. Nevertheless
this is not the time for me to indulge
in the temptation to recall them.
is another task—a self in-
flioted task assigned me, and it is to
deal briefly with present conditions,
and from ‘them take a reckoning so as
to present to you a birdseye view of
the blessings that are to be ours in the
future—blessings that must come if we
oan only continue to bear and forbear;
blmingz that we will enjoy if we will
only labor, prepare ourselves, and wait
for their coming.

Henos, I have chosen for my subjeot
‘‘At spes non fracts.” [ranslated lit
erally my subjeot is, ‘‘Neverthless hope
is not broken.”

At present our situation is not what
we would like to have it. To one who
sees an objeot superficially the outlook
is gloomy, but after all the sun is still
shining, and the fog, the mist, must
and will disappear. .

Baut, fellow oitizens, we must lift
up our hands and execute, for no peo-
ple has ever prospered by waiting —
supinely waiting—for outside assistance
or for outside interference.

Where aiewe? Where are the ten
millions of negroes loosted? We are
principAlly in the slave-holding states,

there we must and will remain un-
lese e fly-froi. nder the Amerioan
flag to a land over which the Amerioan
“ile spreads not its wings in majesty
and power.

The north does not want us. Why,
even tho great state of Illinois, which
furnished our emancipator, through its
present governor, Tanner, tells us we
must not come. Have you forgotten
that not two years sgo heforbado negro
Iaborers entering into the state of 1lli-
nois to labor in the mines? e ocalled
us aliens snd said that if we persisted
in coming there to work—not to vote—
to labor in the mines, the lowest of
labor, to earn bread by the sweat of our
brow; if we persisied in coming there
to labor and to work he would meet us
st the border with Gatling guns and
shoot us to death,

Yes, friends, he was 8o reported in
the daily papers, and I have noverseen
it contradioted. Nevertheless he is one
of our Republican governors.

In every Republioan convention, up
to the time Garfield was nominated,
something was said in the platform
favorable to the n . But sinoce then
our great national Republioan conven-
tions have not had men in them who
were loyal enough;tosus to plsce in the
rhtform‘,ona word of ‘hope and oheer
or the negroes who had been faithful
to them at all timee and on all cconsions.

The nation has just suoceeded in
eleoting a republioan president, Wm
MoKinley, and he has written a long
messago to congress. I know a negro

This subject of political repre-onta
tion for the nogro agitated thoe nation
from its carlicst birth, and was the
ohief and dir: et oause of ihe firing of the
first shot at Fort Suwter, and the sur-
render of that n. b e chieftain at Appo
matox. It wasthe chicf cause of the
emancipation proclamation that was
read here today;aud today, thirty seven
years alter our cmaccipation, it is the
bone of contention,

The question that concerns u3 more
than auy other one question is the fifty
coogressmen who are aceredited to the
south on ascoount of the presence of
ten million negrocs in the south.

Nearly every negro politician, nearly
every negro preacher, npeatly every
thinking, well meaniog negro through
out this gloricus southland of ours, say
that the south should lose those fifiy
congressmen because of our partial and
temporary «disranchiscment.

**A prophet is not without honnr save
in his own country;" and why so? Be-
oause he 1sa seer—one who uaveils the
future, and shows to his fellow couatry-
men thiogs that are for their best good,
butseldom in accord with their thoughts
or wishes. Fellow citizens, that i- my
position before you today, | have
studied well this subjeot, and as 1 ree
it, for my own good, wy vouatry's goad
and espeeially the good of wy race. |
feel that L am not 1n scoord  with the
thoughts of that race, but, vh, country
men, negroes, have patlenoc, give me
your sywpatiy avd lear we; the
oause of negroes unborn,

I am upalterably oppo-ed to the cut-
ting down of the routh's representativn
that is given her on ncesunt of the ten
million negroes within her coufiaes |
am opposed Lo it, ficst, becanse | am a
nepro; seoond, beownse | am a southern
oegro; third, beosuse it 18 my expeota
tion to live and die hero, and my rolenn
wish is that all whoare conneoted with
me, 88 negrosd, should remasin in tlns
southland—ihe best place in the world
for negrocs.

Remain here and bear the oppression:
remaio here with a heart full of love for
the oppressor; remasin heore doing the
right; remain here makiog and saving
money; remain here with s pu-pose to
better your condition rewardioss of the
surroundings; remnsio here clinging to
the land becaue it is our birthright;
remain here resting upon the promise
of God, praving to God for s better
day, asking God to open the oyes of
our white oitizens that they may see
that it is to their ioterest to assisat us in
sll our undortakiogs; to unite with us

“‘At spcs non fraota”—nevertacless
hope is not broken, aad let us rustup
ou thoanchor of hope, for the day
when every right guaraateed to oitiz 'n
ship by the constiution will be given
to us by and through the white man of

God oan move mouantains. Wo are
not any worso sfll eted io our eitizen
ship a.d rights than hsve been other
nations.

[ bavo stated that [ am opposed to
the cutting down of the represeatation
of the south. Why am 1 opposed to it?
B :osuse it would bo wrong, and il it is
a wrong to temporarily dinlrgnuhms us,
the taking away of the south’s represen-
tation for that reason wou'd ba a great:
cr wrong T'wo wroogs oan never make
a right Have vou ever stopped to
oouut the cvst to us negroes shoald the
south loso its fifty oobgressmen that
are allotted to her on acoount of our
presence here? )

If the reprecentstion were taken
away it would mean absolute and total
disfranehisement of the people who
had no representation in the genoral
gov-roment.

For a timo the white people wonld
suffer, but if the representation were
taken away from the south the megro
would be practioally kiiled for one
huadred years. Sowe go so far ss tosay
that they do not oare what hsppers to
w3 neg-ocs 60 long as the souch loses
her fitiy representatives, but let us stop
and count the oost before we join the
hue and ery: *'Cut dowa the represen-
tation, cut down tho south's represen-
tation.”

It is arguod that it i3 no use to have
a thing that you esnaot usc; a right
that you canoot erjry. But that does
not hold good in ail ¢ases. The children
of lsrael were given the ark of the
oovenant, and alter they had crossed
the Jordan they furgot the teachivgs of
Moses, spd for them the urk of the
ouvenant lost its power, but it was the
wsignia of Jehova's prowse T failed
to do serviee for tho sinful lsraelites
aud the Unoeanini es cariied it away
atd placed 1t o their temple, in chy
midst of their idols to make 1t a thiog
of deiision in its helplesincss in tha
wemple of blindoess, wickedoess and
sin; but when they went back to look
atit in derision, surrounded by the
1dols of Baal, what dil thoy behold ?

SPECTAL MESSAGES

From Governor McBwaeeney to

the Legislature

EXPENSES OF THE MILITIA

Ircured in Suppressing the

Threatened Uprising In

Georgtown, Some

Valued Relics.

The governor Friday transmitted to
the general assembly three mMeEsages
upon matters of some interest. One
is accompanied by the expense account
of the soldiery sent to Georgetown to
put down the alleged trouble.

The eecond message relates to the
flags of the Palmatto regiment in Flor-
ida, and the vase presented Androw
Jackson by the women of S)uth Caro
lioa and left by him at his death tothe
last sarvivor of the Palmetto regiment.
This was referred to the committee on
military in the house.

The message a3 to the expense of the
troops went to the ways and means
committee of the house, and the third
which r:ferred to the o-ding of certain
lands on Sullivan's [sland to the Uai
ted States government was sent to the
judiciary commitice of the house

The following is the text of the three
messages:

EXPENSES OF TROOPS.
Gentlomen of the Goneral Assembly:

Oa two cocasions during the past
year it becamo necessary in order to
maintain the peace and prevent mob
violence to call upon the strong arm of
the militia. The promptness with
whioh the volunteer troops res onded
and the hea'thful influence o. heir
presence is strong evidence of the effi
cicney of the service and the wisdom
of properly maintaining & well organiz-
ed. diseiplined volunteer soldiery.

There was neccssarily some expense
covmeoted with the oalling out of the
militia, and [ beg to submit herewith
the item 'z d statement of cost and re
commend that you make provision to
ray the eame. 1o the Florence trouble
I paid out of my contingent fund all
the (xpenses cxcept the amount due
the railroads for transportation. Tn the
Georgetown matter only one item has
been paid, that of transporting the
Sumter company from Sumter to
Georgetown, and whioh had been ad-
vanced by tho oaptaia of the company.
L could have arranged to borrow this
moncy but there was no authority of
law for it, and I thought best to let it
stand u=til an appropriation could be
made by you, My contingent fund was
inadequate to pay it. Proper vouchers
are on file for the various items. It is
a just and proper charge sgainst the
Siate, aud 1 am sure will receive your
favorable consideration. Here are the
itcms for which an appropriation is
asked, and also a statement showing
what has been paid:

Sir: By an act approved February
9. 1900, the legislature of South Caro-
lina ceded to the United S:ates title
and jari<diction over cortain tracts of
Iand in the town of Moultrieville and
Sallivan's leland, South Carolina, ex-
cepting from the aocres desoribed *‘those
portions which are oosupied snd in use
by the public as highways, known as
Central avenue and Beach avenue "
Beach avenue, within the limits of the
reservation, is impassable by vehioles
on acoount of ssnd drifts; and the olcs
ing of this avenue is essential to the
proper laying out of the military post.
Central avenue is & winding street with
a narrow shell road ani is not properly
kept up by the town on account of lack
of funds. It would secm desirable that
title and jurisdiction of that portion of
Central avenue withia the resevation
should be in the Uaited States in order
that it may be improved and main-
tained by the govenment

I have the honor, therefore, to ir-
olose the draft of an aot providing for
the cession of title and jarisdiction
over those portions of Baach avenue
and Central avenue, excepted from the
lands heretofore granted tothe Uaited
States, for the 5losing of Beach TWhnd
or & h'Znway, and for the keeping
oFén of Central avenue as a pubdlic
street, and to request your good offices
in recommendivg the same tothe ser-
ate and house of representatives of
your Siate.
